Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shavit et al. '156 in view of Salvo et al. '271 and Official Notice. 

Shavit et al. '1 56 disclose a supply chain management framework utilizing a 
network-based interface for receiving data related to the sale of goods from various 
supply chain "subscribers". 

Shavit et al. lack the specific teaching of the data being tagged with a date, 
organizing the data by region and dates, assessing market trends using the data, and 
using a graph including dates as a coordinate. 

Salvo et al. teach a similar supply chain management system whereby data 
related to sales (i.e., inventory data) is monitored in order to allow for future forecasting 
based on historical inventory usage trends as well as other data (See, for example, 
Salvo et al. Col. 3, lines 48-62). 

The Examiner takes Official Notice that it was well known in the art of Marketing 
to collect daily, weekly, or quarterly sales data in different regions and to place the data 
into graphical form in order to be able to easily recognize the historical trends.

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Shavit et al. to have the data tagged with a date, organize the data 
by region and dates, assess market trends using the data, and use a graph including 
dates as a coordinate, in view of Salvo et al. and in further view of the Examiner's 
Official Notice, in order to provide "suggestions for a vendor's (also known as a supplier) 
manufacturing schedule in order to meet the needs of a manufacturing site's schedule" 
(See, for example, Salvo et al. Col. 3, lines 50-52).
